The  1 7-Year|l.o«uale  Coming. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
published  s  bulletin  stating  that  two 
broods  of  tbe  seven  teen -year  locusts  are 
due  la  18IM,  and  the  Insects  will  make 
their  appearance  during  tbe  last  week  of 
May.  These  locusts  lest  appeared  In 
1877,  and  then  visited  this  vicinity. 
The  larva,  which  live  under  ground,  be. 
fin  to  rise  aod  show  themselves  about 
May  20tb.  the  adults  remaining  five  or 
six  weeks.  But  the  danger  done  by 
these  Insects  to  fruit  and  shade  trees  la 
usually  uolmportaut.  It  Is  serious  only 
When  they  multiply  rapidly  and  oviposit 
In  young  nnrxery  stock.  In  1877  they 
arrived  In  New  Jersey  on  June  1,  and 
destroyed  much  shubbery,  but  tbelr 
ravages  were  more  unsightly  than  barm-
